A nutrition lesson which is becoming more and more 
widely learned and accepted is that Food is more than just 
something to eat. Food is the fuel on which the complex 
human body runs, just as a car must have oil and gasoline. 

While in the State of Ohio we do not have the extreme 
poverty, mainutrition and starvation which many countries 
in Africa are presently experiencing because of the long 
drought, there is still plenty of evidence of malnourished 
people. This is either a result of poor eating habits or just 
plain lack of money. J 

TV advertisements come into most homes everyday 
with tempting tales of foods which have little or no 
nutritional value. It is up to the consumer to defend himself 
with some knowledge of which-foods are-actually going to 
benefit his body rather than harm it. 

White sugar, for example, is one of the most often con- 
sumed and widely used sweeteners and yet once inside the 
digestive track it actually kills B vitamins which are essen- 
tial to a healthy life. The B vitamins release the energy in 
food, They keep the digestive system working calmly and 
help maintain healthy skin. 

White sugar contains no protein, no vitamins, no 
minerals. It forms acid in the intestines and promotes tooth 
decay. Some researchers have also said the myth about 
sugar being a quick energy food is just that-a myth. 

They explain that sugar is so difficult to digest that it 
takes more energy for the body to process it than it 
produces. Many people may consider Dick Gregory a crazy 
fanatic when it comes to food, but he has studied the sub- 
ject a great deal and has some helpful information to pass 
on to anyone who wants it, in his book Dick Gregory's 
Natural Diet for Folks Who Eat: Cookin’ with Mother 
Nature. 

Gregory never eats sugar any more -- some 
people think ‘he doesn’t eat at all any more - but he does, 
and very carefully. Gregory explains that there are only two 
substances which enter the blood stream directly - alcohol 
and honey. Gregory now uses honey exclusively as an alter- 
native to white sugar. 

Sugar can be difficult to get away from for many people 
and not just because they have a taste for it. Most canned 
and prepared foods tend to have white sugar added to 
them. Read the labels. , om 

Honey in contrast to white sugar contains vitamins, 
minerals and enzymes that aid digestion. It is an alkalizer, a 
mild, natural laxative “and a quick energizer. 

For those who don't mind the taste, blackstrap 
molasses is also an alternative to sugar. Molasses is an ex- 
cellent source of iron. 

Another popular food item especially for children is 
peanut butter, whereas it is a fact that peanuts do contain 
protein, most processed, popular brands of peanut butter in 
the grocery store have been cut with so many unnutritious 
additives that some actually had to add the word Artifical to. 
their labels. Even the. ones which don’t admit to being ar- 
tifical are by no means 100% peanuts. One doctor said that 
grocery store peanut butter is almost completely undi- 
gestable. Pure peanut-butter — made before your eyes:in a 
nut grinder -- is more beneficial and it tastes better too, 

In a Senate report on nutrition issued in June, it was 
estimated from surveys taken that as much as one-third of 
the pet foods sold in ghetto areas were being used for 
human ‘consumption. For ‘areas-with high proportions. of 
elderly poor, the estimates were even higher. While this 
may or may not be a realistic projection it is not difficult to 
see why some people. might turn to dog food when times 
are hard. The labels of each can of every brand of pet food 

list a detailed analysis of the contents. Not only are the con- 
tents itemized according to food content but also by weight 
according to nutritional value. 

By contrast, a can of vegetarian baked beans is merely 
labeled, “‘... a purely vegetable product containing no meat 
or fat of any kind.” It seems that food manufacturers think 
we are more concerned about our pets’ diets than our own. 

The Senate Committee on Nutrition has recommended 
that standards for food labeling be started which would set

regulations for retail cuts of meat. The regulations, which 
will not be enforced until October are supposed to. end the 
confusion surrounding names of parts of meats sold. Meats 
will be identified by species, primal cut and common name, 
so that the consumer can more readily identify exactly what 
she is getting. 

By 1975 all fortified fodds and all foods for which a 
nutrition claim is made, must prove its claims with a 
nutritional information label. The new label must explain 
the nutritional value in the packaged food. The nutritional 
information will be listed per serving, and the size of the 
serving must be indicated as well. 

However, if everyone followed Dick Gregory's advise 
and eliminated canned foods from their diet then the label 
tricks would be easily put to a stop. 

To show you how important Dick Gregory thinks fresh 
fruits and vegetables are — that is all he eats these days. 
Though many people are unable to shop often enough to 
have a constant supply of fresh foods there should be some 
effort made to have some, at least at the beginning of the 
month. 

Gregory lists raw carrots as containing many of the 
vitamins and minerals required for healthy human life. And 
he further explains that cooking and boiling vegetables 
kills the natural enzymes which are the main benefit of 
eating that food in the first place. Fresh vegetables should 
be steamed lightly but not boiled, to retain their goodness. 

The cooking of any food — including cereal — for too 
long at too high a temperature will cause at least partial if 
not total destruction of vitamins. 

Incidentally a good way to catch up on many of the 
nutrients missed if you must rely on canned foods is to add 
wheat germ, brewer's yeast, yogurt, honey and seeds and 
nuts to your diet. Any of these substances can be added to 
soups, stews, or desserts and often with hardly any dif- 
ference in flavor but bringing a big difference in benefits.

Yogurt 

Yogurt has been eaten by people all over the world for 
centuries. Often referred to as the “perfect food” yogurt far 
surpasses milk in nutrient value. Yogurt produces a bac- 
teria which can live at high temperatures. When you eat 
yogurt the bacteria remain alive in the intestines and work 
to break down milk sugar into lactic acid.- This is very 
beneficial to the body since the bacteria which cause gas 
cannot live.in lactic acid and they are generally destroyed. 

The protein which the yogurt supplies is complete 
and predigested making it a good’ food for those with

digestive problems and sick babies. It also produces those 
B vitamins that are lost by eating sugar and serves as a very 
good natural anibiotic. Like any other food it must be 
eatern regularly and over a period of time to be truly help- 
ful. It is usually very good mixed with fresh fruit and honey, 
used as a salad dressing or as a substitute for sour cream. 
Another good point for yogurt is that it can be easily made 
in the home so it is not expensive. 


Brewer's. Yeast 

Brewer's yeast can be bought in powder form in most 
health food stores, and a little bit goes a long way. A good 
additive to soups, stews and pancakes, its taste can barely 
be detected in most cases. Its influence should be noticed, 
however, if used on a regular basis. Brewer's yeast is 35 to 
40 percent protein and rich in-iron and the B vitamins. This 
is a cheap nutritious substitute for meat in a meal. It is also 
a good way for someone who is anemic.--.and. according, to 
Hough-Norwood Health Care Center, many of their clients 
are — to get more iron in their diet. (One-half cup of 
brewer's yaast. and two cups. of ‘rice_are equivalent.in 
protein to an 11 ounce steak. Admittedly the taste is 
somewhat different.) 


Wheat Germ 

Enriched cereal, like enriched flour, has been robbed 
of most of its nutrients. Quick cooking precooked cereals 
have also lost many of their original nutrients. The 
addition of one-half cup or one cup of wheat germ to 
one 10 ounce package of cereal can increase the food 
value a great deal. Wheat Germ contains B vitamins, folic 
acid and a complete protein and iron. Raw wheat germ is 
the most economical to buy and it can be toasted in the 


oven at home. 
Soy Beans 


‘ Soy beans are a valuable and inexpensive addition. to 
anyone's diet. Used as a source of protein by people all 
over the world for centuries, soy beans are called “the meat 
that grows on vines’ by people in some countries in Asia. 

Soy beans contain twice as much protein as any meat 
or fish and three times ‘as much as eggs. Soy beans, soy 
grits.or. soy, flour, can be used to increase protein in a 
meatiess meal. A complete protein, soy beans also. conitain 
many vitamins and minerals, and have only one-half of the 
carbohydrates of other beans. , 

Soy bean oil is a good source of an unsaturated fatty 
acid and lecithin which aids the absorbtion of undesirable 
fats in the bloodstream. » 

The biggest part of eating healthy foods, besides being 
informed, is being able to change established eating habits. 
Like changing any habit it requires some active effort. Dick 
Gregory blames Soul Food for many of the health ills of the 
black community. “I personally would say that the quickest 
way to wipe out a group of people is to put them on a soul 
food. diet,” he states in his book. 

“Look around the black community,” he goes on, “and 
you will quickly see the effects of the soul food diet. Count, 
the bloated stomachs, the ball heads, the varicose veins, 
and the swollen ankles.” He also blames the frequent in- 
cidence of high blood pressure, heart trouble and nervous 
tension of the heavy starch, greasy fried foods, sugar and 
salt that make up a-large part of many people's diets. 

Instead Gregory suggests that such items as soybeans, 
pumpkin, squash and sunflower seeds can provide protein; 
wheat aarm, sunflower seeds, soy beans and sesame seeds 
can supply vitamin B; and almonds, sesame seeds, soy 
beans, and haze} nuts (filberts) can be eaten as a source of 
. calcium. He adds, “I'd say the soy bean is the most likely 
‘hair restorer’ agound.”

Gregory explains it; “They buy canned foods, frozen foods, 
TV dinners, white bread, pastries and all other kinds of 
commercially processed junk.’ One possible way to get 
around being forced to buy the worst produce at the 
highest prices is to form a food co-op. 

There are several different ways to go about it but 
probably the simpliest way is to organize two, three or four 
families and buy food, particularly produce together. 
Arrangements for providing transportation or choosing a 
person to buy the food canbe worked out among the 
friends. One advantage, besides saving money is the fact 
that you can take turns doing the shopping and watching 
the kids. 

On a slightly larger scale Buying Clubs can be 
organized among 8 to 20 families. The families can join 
together to buy food, dividing the ordered amounts among 
“them according ‘to previous orders. By working on a volun- 
teer basis; keeping the group small and. not incorporating, 
the members of a Buying Club can save from 10 to 20 per- 
cent on their food purchases. The best place to buy fresh 
food in large quantities in Cleveland is at the Northern Ohio 
Food Terminal on 40th Street off of Woodland. 

Buying at the Food Terminal cuts costs- considerably 
since you are eliminating the middie. man. This is where 
merchants from the Central and Westside Markets @s well 
as small grocery stores buy their fresh fruits and 
vegetables. Prices of food items there vary depending on 
the time of year and the amount available, but whatever the 
price it is always lower than at any store. 

Each morning activities starts at the Terminal at about 
4am. and keeps on yntil about 1 p.m. The busiest time is 
between 8 and 9 a.m. when most of the area merchants buy 
their produce. All during those hours huge trucks filled with 
oranges, grapefruit, carrots, lettuce, beets — every fruit and 
vegetable available in Cleveland are unloaded at the land 
docks. ‘Any individual may go there during those hours to 
buy — but purchases are always in large quantities — by the 
case. q P Se 

As an example of the saving, 50 pounds of onions are 
sold there for seven dollars, while at the Westside Market 
they are generally sold three pounds for a dollar. Mer- 
chants at the Terminal say that many co-ops go there to 
buy food each week. 7 : 

Ona still—larger scale a community can start a 
cooperative store in. which members pay a small mem- 
bership fee and a few people are paid to organize the food 
and divide it among those who placed their orders. The 
success of such a venture, according to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Nutrition and Human needs, “depends greatly on 
loyal and interested members and director, dedicated and 
honest managers and employees, location, hours and sour- 
ces for wholesale purchases. 


Such a co-op has recently opened at 12408 Euclid Ave. 
Called the Food Communities Organization of People, the 
group charges a membership feé of five dollars. Members 
who work at the store for two hours a month can buy food 
for about 10 per cent above cost. Those members who do 
not work and non-members who wish to buy food there 
have to pay 20 per cent above cost‘for their food. The co-op 
provides vegetables, grains, fruits, homemade bread and 
dairy products. If the i of co-op séems impractical or un- 
til you are able to organize one, Central and Westside 
Markets are two of the best sources of fresh produce in 
Cleveland, and generally the prices are slightly lower than 
most supermarkets.

The importance of newspapers to the 
freedom and rights of the people is a 
lesson that Black people especially 
must learn. The Negro press suffered in 
the beginning because of our high 
illiteracy rate. Once we learned how to 
read, we failed to learn the importance 
of reading. 

Just as the whole world had to 
depend on the white. press in the 
Watergate uncover, so must Black 
people learn the importance of their 
press to their freedom, This is another 
lesson we must learn from Watergate. 

in the Watergate cleanup, we must 
inSist that we play a bigger role in the 
pad ogee ner and readjustment of our 
whole election process. There must 
never be another Elite Guard at the 
White House consisting entirely of 
Anglo-Saxons. America is & multi-racial 
nation. Therefore, aif races and 
religions must be fully represented at 
all levels of government. Appealing to 
the prejudices ‘of the voters like Nixon 
did in 1972, must never be repeated 
again.

ALK & TIPS

For the past few years, the 
travel industry has witnessed 
an enormous amount of 
off-season t . This in- 
crease has been attributed to 
the lower rates for both hotel 
accommodations and air 
fares. Rising costs and 
bargain or budget conscious 
people have caused this sud- 
den flurry. Many are not 
aware of the lower rates or 
savings which exist and are 
available at various times of 
the year, and the advantages 
of traveling at these times. 

Well, what is off-season 
travel? It all has to do 
primarily with weather or 
tourist supply and demafid. 
These are the times of the 

ear when a frequented 
island country or resort area, 
such as Miami, has the same 
type of weather that is com- 
prable to normal here or 
other parts of the country for 
that time of year. 

For example, in the United 
\States, summer months, i.e., 
jJune, July and August, are 
normally the warmest time of 
the year and are considered 
_gs the dry season with tem- 

atures ranging from the 
60 degree to the high 90 
wees, whereas this same 
type of weather is standard in 
some places year round such 
as the ,\Bahamas, Virgin 
Islands, J and others: 

However, there are ex- 
ceptions such as Europe, 
with weather being Sy eteagetis 
only 
varying from 5 degrees to 12 
degrees; but summer is their 
high or ‘tourist’ season. If we 
consider the islands as men- 
tioned above, when our 
weather is cold or winter ver- 
sus their year-round warm 
Climate which is their busiest 
time of year, this is when 
tourists are heavily attracted 
or demanding these areas. 

Subsequently, the prices 
for air fare and sleeping ac- 
commodations go up which 
relates back to. the simple 
economics of supply and 
demand. A vacation south 
during summer months (with 
hotel) will cost approximately 
$30.00 to $50.00 less than

From approximately 
November 1st through April is 
considered off-season mon- 
ths. During this time, Europe 
and many places offer 8- 
day/7-night mini-packages 
starting from $189.00 and up, 
departing from New York 
City. Let us not be deceived 
that there is no action or at- 
traction at these times of 
year. 
One place which has 
recently become very popular 
is the Bahamas Goom Bay 
Summer Festival, which 
begins early Jurie and con- 
tinues through late or mid- 
September and will be star- 
ting this year with the first In- 
ternational Tuna Team 
Tournament which was June 
3rd, plus a host of exciting 
events all summer long en- 
ding with Fox Hill Day which 
is a carnival day for residents 
of Fox Hill, one of the oldest 
towns in the New Providence. 

| have noticed that most 
groups travel during the off 
season, taking advantage of 
these tremendous savings 
that can be recognized in 
both group travel and the off 
season. Aiso, during the sum- 
mer months, many students 
can be seen traveling to and 
from various parts of the 
globe. 

One question that | find 
frequently asked during these 
times is by. individuals or 
youths who want to know 
whether charter is scheduled 
for a certain destination. He 
or-she generally wants to get 
in.on the excursion air fare or 
rate. 

The answer is always @ 
prositive “No,” the reasons 
bein that all persons 
traveling in a group must be a 
part-of or comply with the af- 
finity program by C.A.B. law. 
It is mot common that these 
individuals cannot reserve 
seats on a scheduled carrier 
having waited until the last 
minute to request space 
jhoping to find a charter to 
their destined spot.
